The deliberate use of social ambitions is a device 
of realistic and tronic European diplomacy and 
many an American, consciously or unconsciously, 
works for the interest of the country jn which 
he wishes to make himself favorably known even 
if it be against the interest of his own country.

Ray Schalk, in behalf of the White 
Sox, wired-a friend in Cleveland to 
send a floral piece to the Chapman 
home for the funeral as a mark of re- 
spect from:-the Chicago players. Sec- 
retary McCready of the Baseball Writ- 
ers’ association, telegraphed to Cleve- 
land to have flowers sent in token of 
the esteem in which the shortstop was 
held by all the writers of the country. 

In all the conversation among :the 
players tWere was not a hint of what 
the accident means to the White Sox 
in the pennant race, although unques- 
tionably it will weaken both their con- 
tenders for the flag. Only deep sor- 
row for the loss of a great player was 
to be heard, varied occasionaly with 
a bit of criticism for American league 
officials and umpires for not having 
compelled Carl Mays to break him- 
self, of. the- habit: of hitting batsmen 
by penalizing him more severely for 
doing it.

It was pointed out that for years 
Mays has led all pitchers in both 
leagues in the number of batsmen 
hit, and that there was a remedy at 
the disposal of the umpires in the rule 
against the “bean ball,” if it had been 
enforced.
